PLAN’S SUBSTANCE 
IS NOT REVEALED 


Price-Fixing Is Officials’ 
Demand, But White 
House Statement Makes 
No Mention of This Item

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—(?)—A 
new farm price-lifting plan was work- 
ed out today by President Roosevelt 
and governors of five middle western 
states in a determined effort of the 
democratic administration to meet 
threats of a spread of the farm strike. 

Its provisions were withheld pend- 
ing a conference tomorrow of the gov- 
ernors with Secretary Wallace, after 
which, the White House announced, 
the plan will be presented in final 
form to the president for his ap- 


proval. 

Nevertheless, it was disclosed that 
the program under consideration con- 
templates limited price fixing for ma- 
jor farm products and extension of 
the administration’s loan program 
now being worked out for cotton and 
corn, 

Farm financial conditions in the 
upper Mississippi valley were de- 
scribed by the governors as “serious

The White House conference was 
attended also by Wallace, Farm Ad- 
ministrator George N. Peek, Henry 
Morgenthau Jr., governor of the farm 
credit administration, and Harry L. 
Hopkins, director of the emergency 
relief administration which is buying 
surplus farm products for the needy. 

The governors spent two hours 
with the president and nearly three 
more with Wallace and Peek. The 

‘White House issued a brief statement 
which said: 

“A tentative plan was worked’ out. 
Further conferences will be held to- 
morrow. morning at 9 o’clock. It is 
hoped a final plan then will be agreed 
upon. This plan when completed will 
be presented to the persident for his 


approval,” 
Plans Differ. 

The governors acknowledged that 
the plan under consideration would 
not follow specifically the program 
they urged upon the president. Their 
program was drafted at the recent 
conference of governors at Des Moines 
and calls for fixing prices on domes- 
tically consumed farm products to as- 
sure farmers of production costs plus 
a “reasonable profit;” quick infla- 
tion including the issuance of cur- 
rency to refinance government indebt- 
edness; licensing of farmers, proces- 
sors and distributors if necessary to 
carry out the price-fixing program. 

The president was represented as 
telling his callers that he is aware of 
dissatisfaction with existing farm 
prices, which show net average farm 
purchasing power to be 2 per cent

VIOLENCE MARKS 
STRIKES’ COURSE 
QVER WIDE AREA 


Agricultural and Indus- 
trial Disturbances Bring 
Shootings, Bombings, 
Injuries and Arrests. 


By the Associated Press. 

Ontbreaks of violence that brought 
shootings, bombings, property destruc- 
tion, injuries and many arrests came 
yesterday in both agricultural and in- 
dustrial strikes. 

Dynamite demolished a cheese fac- 
tory in the milk strike zone near Port 
Washington, Wis., the fourth bombing 
in two days. Two men were shot and 
five women and children injured by 
flying stones in a coal miners’ riot 
at Plains, Pa. 

The disorders came despite efforts 
of state and federal officials to settle 
the difficulties. 

The national labor board today 
handed down a decision in the silk 
textile strike by which it required 
all strikers to return to work im- 
mediately, without discrimination, 
with weavers receiving piece work 
rates averaging: $25 for a week of 
40 hours.

Collective Bargaining 
Recognized by Ford 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—@)— 
By all the standards government of- 
ficials have set up, it appeared to- 
night that Henry Ford had qualified 
for government contracts, and that no 
basis existed for rejection of any bids 
submitted by his dealers. 

Despite contrary statements by rep- 
resentatives of the strikers, Senator 
Wagner, chairman of the national la- 
bor board, said there was “no ques- 
tion” that in his dealings with strik- 
ing employes at Edgewater, N. J., 
Ford had recognized and put into ef- 
fect. the principle of collective bar- 
gaining. 

Earlier the company had recorded 
its intention of submitting wage and 
hour figures to the National Auto- 
mobile Chamber of Commerce. These 
two were the only points on which 
Ford compliance had been doubted by 
officials. 

The assertion by Senator Wagner 
that this stand was now reversed 
seemed to leaye no room for doubt 
that Ford was regarded officially as 
complying with the automobile code. 
Such compliance is what was required 
in the order of President Roosevelt 
excluding non-observing firms from 
government business.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—())— 
Harry F. Sinclair, wealthy. oil chief- 
tain, whose last appearance before a 
congressional committee brought him 
three months in jail -for contempt, 
was called today along with Arthur 
Cutten, a Chicago grain trader, to 
come before the senate banking com- 
mittee next week to tell about stock 
market operations. 

Before this development the senate 
investigators brought out in question- 
ing Albert IT. Wiggin that the bank- 
er saved several hundred thousand dol- 
lars last year_by selling out his stock 
in the Brookfyn-Manhattan Transit 
Company, of which he was a director, 
with knowledge that indicated the 
company would pass a dividend soon. 

Sinclair was summoned by Ferdi- 
nand Pecora, committee counsel, as 
an outgrowth of questioning Wiggin, 
former chairman of the Chase Na- 
tional bank, about stock transactions 
in which the oil man, Chase and 
Wiggin companies, with other par- 
ticipants, made $12,000,000. 

Managed Account. 

Cutten, it was testified, managed 
the trading account which dealt in 
Sinclair’s Consolidated Oil Corpora- 
tion stock. Pecora wants to find out 
if Sinclair’s board of directors and 
stockholders knew he was trading in 
the ‘stock. 


Pecora also developed that Gerhard_ 


Dahl, head of the B. M. T., was 
heavily indebted to the Chase bank, 
and that as of Ocober 13, 1933, he 
owed $3,176,016 to Chase, secured by 
collateral valued on that date as 
$1,300.000 and consisting largely of 
stock in the transit company. 
Wiggin denied Pecora’s contention

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Cotton in Machines 
Aug. 1 Held Taxable 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—(P)— 
The treasury department today re- 
scinded its order exempting cotton 
goods in a state of manufacture on 
August 1 from the 4.2 cents a pound 
processing tax, but provided for a re- 
fund on all cotton in machines when 
the tax is lifted. 

Previously, the treasury ruled the 
processing tax was not applicable to 
cotton in a state of manufacture when 
the tax went into effect. 

Mills normally carry three weeks’ 


after 


supply of cotton in their machines. |‘ 


Instead of exempting this cotton at 
the beginning, the treasury has trans- 
ferred the exemption to the end of 
the tax, figuring that cotton im a 
state of manufacture at that time 
will approximate the same amount in 
machines as of August 1. 

_ This was done at the request of tex- 
tile operators who told the treasury 
their customers all wanted to buy the 
tax-exempt goods.

There is nothing more inviting, 
more savory on a crisp winter night 
than a steaming bowl of oyster 
stew. It is a grand beginning to a 
meal, or in itself, with the addition 
of a salad and a light dessert may 
serve as an economical and satisfying 
menu. 

Oyster Stew. 

Add the liquor from one pint of 
oysters to one pint of whole milk. 
Add one tablespoon of butter and salt 
and pepper to taste. Drop in the 
oysters and bring to a slow boil. Serve 
at once, 

Fricasseed Oysters. 


Prepare 50 oysters, pour water 
over them in a seive and look over 
carefully for any broken shells. Save 
the liquor and add to it enough milk 
to make one pint. Put two _ table- 
spoons of butter and two of flour into 
a sauce pan, add the oyster liquor and 
milk rill stir until smooth and thick, 
adding one teaspoon of salt and a few 
dashes of pepper. The above with 
oysters added will be creamed oysters. 
For the fricassee, add the yolks of two 
eggs. lightly beaten and a tablespoon 
of finely minced parsley. Serve on 
squares of buttered toast. 

Oysters Fried in Oil. 


Drain 25 fat oysters, lift each care- 
fully by the muscular hard part, place 
on a board and dry with a soft cloth. 
Dust with salt and cayenne, Beat two 
eggs without separating and add to 
them two tablespoons of hot water. 
Put on a board a quart of dry bread 
crumbs—do not use cracker crumbs. 
Dip the oysters into the crumbs, then 
into the egg and again into the 
crumbs. Use the fingers as sticking 
a fork into the Ddysters spoils the 
flavor. After all are covered arrange 
them on a board, Have the fat hot, 
using any kind of sweet fat; place the 
oysters in a wire basket and fry, six 
at a time until brown. They should be 
brown in two minutes. Over-cooking 
will toughen the oysters. Drain care- 
fully, standing on brown paper. Keep 
hot and serve garnished with parsley 
and lemon or tartar sauce, 


Oyster Cocktail. 


Drain large oysters—planning suf- 
ficient quantity to use five in each 
cocktail. Prepare a sauce of chili 
sauce, lemon juice and finely chopped 
celery—a dash of Worcestershire 
sauce may be added if an especially 
piquant sauce is desired. Mix well and 
pour over the oysters. Chill before 
serving and serve with crisp _ salt 
wafers. 


You are apt to be hungrier on 
erisp autumn mornings when there's 
just a threat of frosty winter in the 
air.

Sauce: Mix one-helf cup sugar 
with two teaspoons flour and add one 
and one-third cups water or use part 
pineapple juice.

Butterscotch Pudding.

For Morehouse, Frank B. Adair 
Jr., of Pine Bluff, Ark., and L. Ray- 
mond Bailey, of Columbia, S. C., both 
members of the class of 1934, enter- 
tained Alastair Sharp and Michael 
Barkway, who will be graduated the 
same year from one of the oldest ed- 
ucational istitutions in the world. 
The debate was a no-decision affair, 
on the subject, “Resolved, That the 
League of Nations is the only secure 
guarantee of world peace.” The Eng- 
lishmen argued for the affirmative.

That Vanderbilt and Georgia Tech football game which is 
to be played Saturday at Nashville, Tenn-O-See, is one of the 
most pleasant engagements on the football card. 

Since the days when grandma took off her bustle, 
the two teams have played on about even terms in so 
far as games won and lost are concerned. 

Since 1910 Vanderbilt has won six and tied one and’ Geor- 
ia Tech has five victories. A victory Saturday would put the 
ackets from the Flats all-square games won. 

This rivalry began in 1892—just 41 years ago. And 
has continued, with a few time-outs, since that time. 
There have been a couple of eras. The first one was 
the Vanderbilt era. The Commodores won ‘in 1892, 
in 1906, 1907 and 1910—they being the first four 
games. 

In 1917, 1919 and 1920 the Jackets swept the Commo- 
dores before them. ‘ Your old partner, in this corner, had his 
ribs banged up and his ears beat down during that era. They 
were really great teams—among the greatest the south ever 
had. I recall that in 1919 we all sang Alma Mater before 
going on the field. And there we watched a will-o-the-wisp 
named Buck Flowers get away three times. (Listen at him. 
Just like an old grad.) : 

The series was resumed in 1924 and from that time 
on the going has been nip and tuck, hard and fast, and 
the devil take the hindmost. 

It has been clean, fast, furious and sportsmanlike compe- 
tition, and the results are so even as to make any difference 
entirely negligible. 


PLL GIVE ’EM BOTH BARRELS. - 

There have been some great plays in this last era. 

There was, for instance, the 1924 game, when the 
gallant Doug Wycoff, one of the greatest fullbacks who 
ever played, was practically the Tech team. And he 
had the ball up to the goal line when a bust on sig- 
nals wrecked his chances to score. 

And Heck Wakefield booted a 40-yard drop-kick through 

posts to win, 3 to 0, for the Commodores. 

The next year, at Nashville, the ill-fated Dick 
Wright ran something like 50 yards to a touchdown to 
win for Tech, 7 to 0. : 

The national champions of 1928 beat Vanderbilt, 19 to 7. 

2 It was that day when “Father” Lumpkin broke the 

Commodore hearts. ‘Father’? had a saying. When 

the ball was down there and a touchdown needed, or 

when there were some badly needed yards, “Father” 
would say, “Give me the ball and I’ll fire both barrels 

at ’em.” 

He fired both barrels that day. Several times. And when 
the Lumpkin boy fired both barrels a few times the other team 
was generally down-hearted and just about shot to pieces. 

A very punishing person—Father Lumpkin. “Give 
me the ball and I’ll fire both barrels at ’em.”’ 

Last season Vanderbilt won, 12 to 0. The points, since 
1892, are 247 for the Commodores and 210 for the Jackets. 
A very, very pretty series. And always a football game,

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Alex Morrison says: 

It probably has never occurred to 
you, but it is a fact that the act of 
watching another player's swing has 
a decided effect upon your own swing. 

Let me explain. Standing on the 
tee, waiting for your playing partner 
to hit, it is natural that your eyes 
turn toward him. Sub-consciously you 
absorb any fault he may have in his 
swing. You may recognize it as a 
fault and determine not to do it your- 
self. 

But you may be sure that if he 
lunges at the ball, you, unconsciously, 
will do the same thing. If he has a 
stiff, jerky, awkward swing you are 
almost certain to copy him in some 
part of your own swing. 

Of course, this business of watch- 
ing other players may work the other 
way. Studying the expert players will 
tend: to help you. But when playing 
in ‘“duffer” company it is best to let 
your partners swing at the ball un- 
observed—by you.

For the time being Hunk Ander- 
son is being given full support in 
the attempt to achieve some recov- 
ery from this years dismal start, 
particularly in the climax games with 
Southern California: and Army, the 
two arch rivals of the Irish. There 
in no secret now, however, that this 
is Hunk’s last year as head coach ‘and 
that steps already have been taken 
to install another alumnus of _ the 
Notre Dame system in charge of the 
1934 squad. 

SALIENT FEATURES. 


Although for obvious reasons no 
official confirmation is forthcoming 
as to any and all prospective changes, 
here are the salient features developed 
from reliable sources: 

1. Jesse Harper, pier pe of the 
Notre Dame system and the sponsor 
of Rockne, will remain at least one 
more year as athletic director, longer 
~ he desires, and will pick the next 


ach. 

°°. Noble E. Kizer, one of the “Sev- 
en Mules” of 1923-1924 who opened 
the holes for the famows “Four 
Horsemen” and now head coach at 
Purdue, stands at the head of the list 
of coaches favored to succeed Ander- 
son. He may be under contract al- 
ready. 

3. Elmer Layden, fullback of the 
“Four Horsemen” and now head coach 
at Duquesne University, may in- 
duced to return as backfield coach, 
although he is reluctant to do so, 

4. A big wing of the-alumni or- 
ganization still favors the selection of 
James H. Crowley, another ‘“Horse- 
man,” for the head coaching assign- 
ment, despite the fact he now has a 
three-year contract with Fordham, 
signed after it developed he could ob- 
tain no assurance a year ago that he 
would be given the chance to take 
charge at Notre Dame. 

5. The names of James Phelan, for- 
mer Notre Dame quarterback now 
coaching at the University of Wash- 
ington, and Edward P. (Slip) Madi- 
gan, of St. Mary’s, one of the early 
Rockne pupils, also have been closely 
associated with the talk about An- 
derson’s successor. Madigan, at least, 
has indicated he is too well satisfied 
where he is to go back under the 
guns again at South Bend.
